, Cellulose, normally imported 
from Secnndinavia, Canada and 
the United States, is the base 
for the manufacture of nitro- 
ecllulose explosives and paper 
commonly used by newspapers. 
Italy produces no cellulose and it 
felt the pinch durink the recent war 
with Ethlopla, Newspapers had to 
curtail their editions while munitions 
factories used their supplics sparing- 


ly.

It fs calculated the plant will 
produce about 10,000 tons of cellulose 
the first year and double this amount 
the second, Other plants are cn- 
visaged at Bologna, Ravenna, Ferrara, 
Alessandria and Catania, centres of 
the grain regions, i“ .

has been used for food, clothing, 
and education for war orphans, . 
In 10921, the peak year, {he Mintstry 

paid out £69,000,000 in pensions. 

At the end of the war, there were’ 
07 Ministry-controlled hospitals for 
disabled soldiers, ‘ 

Now there are ten and a few clinics 
for out-patients. : ‘

Mr. H. G. Sheldon, K.C., Instructed 
by Mr. G. K. Hail Brutton, appeared 
for appellants, whilst Mr. Leo 
D’Almada, jnr., was instructed by Mr. 
G. S. Hugh-Jones of Wilkinson. and 
Grist for respondents. P 

Mr. R.A. S. Waters, representative 
of the Carbon Co., appeared in Court. 

GROUND OF APPEAL 

The morning session wis occupied 
by Mr. Sheldon in putting pinintiffa’ 
-ease with legal arguments. lie suid 
the appeal was on the ground that 
the conviction wis erroncous in point 
of fact; alternatively; there was no 
evidence on which the Magistrate 
could properly convict. 

Counsel traced the case from Junc 
24 when the appellant Company's 
premises were searched on a warrant 
und 50,000 batteries and 400,000 
labels were seized on the complaint 
that they bore 3 mark so nearly 
resembling the trade marks in ques- 
tlon as to be calcutated to deceive. 

A letter to the then complainants 
resulted, in which exception wis 
inken to the drastic action of seizing 
these goods, which meant that da- 
fendants were unable to fulfll some 
standing orders nnd also supplies re- 
quired for the Jocal market. Great 
loss had been sustained by the defen~ 
dants nnd they were also being sucd 
for damages in respect of breach of 
contracts, They further pointed out 
that they had openly used: the Paul 
Battery mark for five years. 

A copy of the 1928 trade mark 
which was alleged to have been 
infringed, was eventually produced 
by the then complainants and counsel 
would submit that it could not 
possibly deceive nnyone." 

Mr. D'Almada here intervened to 
hand their Lordships another sample 
of the trnde mark which hnd-a blue 
instend of a black murking on St. 

COUNSEL'S PROTEST - 

Mr. Sheldon protested | that this 
was-the first time this copy. had been 
shown in Court. For all he. knew, 
‘it might have been’ printed in Wan 
chal. Now they had found a sumple 
thut did nearly resembic the Paul 
Battery mark they wanted to hand 
tin to help. thelr Lordships’ 

The incident was referred to-again 
jater when Mr. D'Almada sald the 
sumple had already been‘ shown to 
Mr. Strellet some time before. 

Mr, Sheldon suid it would be 
extraordinary if Mr, Strellet had: not 
shown it to him, counsel, und there 
was evidently some mistale. At any 
rate, the Court was only concerned 
with materials which had-been shown 
to the Magistrate. 

: Trade Mark No. 211, 

counsel for qppellants, was registered 
in 192u‘and, according to Mr. Waters’ 
own evidence, had not been used In 
Hongkong for the last ‘six or seven 
yenrs. Witness had then agrecsl 
there were many makes of batteries 
in Hongkong and they generally 
favoured red, white and blue colours 
on their Jabels, The object of the 
prosecution was to protect Ever- 
cady's trade in Guatemoln and in 
Hongkong if necessary. . 

It was not appellants’ case that un- 
der. no circumstances could the 
Magistrate stop the infringement of 
goods to be sold abroad; nor was it 
thelr case that proceedings against 
infringement could not be brought 
because the trade marie in question 
had fullen into disuse. This case was 
however, father unique in that there 
were no foods with labels uttached 
to which the. infringing goods could 
be compared. - ine 

REAL INTENTION . 

Counsel submitted, that the then 
complainants had not been quite 
stralghtforward in bringlng out their 
case for on thelr own admission the 
1928 trade mark had not been used 
in Hongkong since 1930 (nor, he sub- 
mitted, had it been uscd anywhere 
else since then), and the real inten- 
tlon of the case wus to stop the com~ 
petition of the Poul battery again the
